same wounds, as anyone who has 
done much hunting knows. One 
deer may go down with a well 
placed shot in the abdominal cavi- 
ty while another may pack off a 
couple of pounds of lead. 


The consensus of opinion by 

ammunition companys and men 
who hunt a great deal is that the 
bullet should match the game one 
is hunting for. As an example, the 
most reliable bullet for deer hunt- 
ing is one that will deliver all 
it’s energy in the «chest cavity 
thereby causing great shock and 
tissue destruction in that area. 
On the other hand, large animals 
such as elk and moose need a bul- 
let of heavier construction, that 
will plough through their tough 
hide and structure and hold to- 
gether until it reaches the vital 
area. The larger animals are not 
as subject to shock as the deer and 
antelope family. 
The action of a bullet is also 
closely related to its speed as it 
hits the animal. For example, a 
170 grain bullet from a 30-30 
travcli: at, say 1500 F.P.S. when 
It hits the game, does not kill 
near as well as a 30-06 180 grain 
bullet traveling along at 2500 
F.P.S. A bullet driven at high 
velocity and designed for quick 
expansion will almost always kill 
instantly, not only because of its 
terrific destruction but also be- 
cause of its hydraulic shock effect. 
Consult your sporting goods 
salesman when you buy bullets 
as he will as a rule have read the 
Manufacturers recommendations 
on the merchandise he sells and 
can correctly advise you for the 
Particular type of shooting you 
do.

Employees State Their Case 


to create and establish a system 
of personnel administration for 
the classified service of Tulare 
employees. We opposed this ordin- 
ance on several points, the basic 
point being that we do not believe 
in a “tenure” system that this 
ordinance would establish, prefer- 
ring rather to have persons on 
the public payroll hold their jobs 
because of their ability and not 
because of their tenure. We still 
oppose the proposed ordinance, 
however, in fairness to members 
of the county employees associa- 
tion, we are herewith publishing 
in summarized form a four-page 
reply to our editorial from the em- 
ployees assdciation. We are also 
adding additional comments.)

“The present salary ordinance 
under which Tulare county oper- 
ates, already has a provision for 
a@ personnel department and said 
department is now in operation 
with a secretary and‘on the job 
trying to keep the records, but 
without a trained personnel dir- 
ector to carry on the work of 
screening, examining for fitness, 
determiming salary ranges and 
the maintaining of adequate re- 
cords concerning employees. and 
prospective employees so that our 
county can at all times be assured 
of the best type of help, suitably 
fitted for his job, and able to 
give the taxpayer a high grade 
of service for the salary. 

“The new ordinance advocates 
and provides for the correction of 
inequities in the present depart- 
ment, making it possible for our 
many appointed and elected of- 
ficials to have available supply 
of qualified prospective employees 
to choose from when such employ- 
ees are needed. 

“The county officials’ (under 
the proposed ordinance) “will 
hire his employees. from a quali- 
fied list of prospects. The em- 
ployee chosen will be promoted up- 
on merit by the department head 
and can be discharged by the de- 
partment head for good cause. 

“If an employee is discharged 
without cause he will have the 
democratic right to have his case 
heard and judged by five com- 
petent and highly qualified tax- 
payers and electors sitting on the 
personnel board, who by virtue 
of their position, are free from 
any political influence or person- 
al grudge and will be able to pass 
fair judgment on the case in 
question.” (Actually, the ordin- 
ance says that this hearing is 
available to any employee upon 
demotion, suspension or removal 
and it is the opinion of The Farm 
Tribune that rather than taking 
away political influence, such a 
board could become the focal 
point for some red hot political 
pressure. ) 


“An employee working under 
the new ordinance, it seems to 
us, would be primarily interested 
in turning out a good job for his 
employer, knowing that he must 


ee 


the promotion in store for him or 
the salary increase that would 
be forthcoming as a result of a 
job well performed. Only in the 
event of unfair dealing on the 
part of the employer would he be 
concerned with appealing to the 
personnel board for redress.” 
(Doesn’t a person now working 
for the county have any incentive 
to do a good job?) 

“At present the turnover in 
county employees in this county 
is very large, and every time an 
employee quits to take a position 
with another firm, the taxpayers 
lose money that they have inves- 
ted in training that employee and 
more tax dollars will be needed 
in training another.” (The pro- 
posed ordinance would not keep a 
good man or woman from taking 
a better paying job in private em- 
ployment than the county can of-

“There is no conflict between 
agencies in the operation of our 
proposed ordinance, but rather 
that it will tend to do away with 
much of the present conflict and 
inequalities, thus tending to raise 
the standard of county employ- 
ment, resulting in more economic 
and efficient county government.” 
(The Farm Tribune maintained 
and still maintains that head of 
a county department should run 
his department, even to the point 
of hiring and firing, and that, 
under the proposed ordinance, an 
employee might well look more 
toward the personnel director and 
personnel board as a means of 
holding on to his job rather than 
to efficient work under his depart- 
ment head.) 

“The provision to automatically 
blanket in all employees who are 
on the job when the ordinance 
goes into effect is, in fact, com- 
mon to ordinances of this type. 
There has to be a start someplace. 
What is fair to one is fair’ to all.” 
(We repeat that because a man 
or woman happens to. hold.a job 
at a given time, that fact does not 
make him or her necessarily de- 
sireable for tenure.) 

“We can see nothing difficult 
in getting an employee off the 
payroll under the new ordinance 
if it is for good cause, and that

70% Of Normal 


A prolonged dry and warm per- 
‘iod in the lower elevations of 
most areas of the state, ex- 
tend from late March to date, 
caused a rapid maturity of native 
feed on ranges and pastures. The 
result was that on May 1, the 
condition of range and pasture 
feed, at 70 per cent of normal 
was 4 points lower than on April 
1, 6 points below May 1 a year 
ago, and 12 points below the 
average for this date. 

It is now too late for early feed 
to make a come back. Thus, be- 
cause grass had just started to 
make a good recovery from the 
effects of the long and very cold 
winter before the present drought 
set-in, it can be stated that this 
has been a very short and disap- 
pointing early pasturage season 
in all districts of the state. 

Prospects for summer pasturage 
are poor in all lower elevations 
because of the lack of soil mois- 
ture and poor quality of dry range 
for summer. In the ranges over 
200 feet the outlook on May 1 
was fair, but greatly dependent 
on rainfall during the first part 
of this month. 


Watermelons are expected to 
move from the Imperial valley 
and Blythe areas by the first of 
June, the season being somewhat 
later than usual.
